HOW TO LIVE 


Eighteen single formulae are used 
by Professor Irving Fisher of Yale 
University and Dr. Haven Emerson, 
the eminent American public health 
authority, as guides to Health. As 
reproduced in the last issue of 
“Health” (Toronto) they are: 

Exterior 

Wear light, loose, and, porous 
clothes. Ventilate every room you 
occupy. Keep outdoors as much as 
possible. Perspire daily, either by 
exercise, or by application of heat. 
Bathe frequently in air (especially 


cold air), water (especially cold 
water and sunlight. 
Interior 


Give preference to natural foods, 
especially fruits, nuts, greens, dairy 
products; select by natural choice. 
Avoid over-eating and over-weight. 
Avoid excessive seasoning. Avoid 
excess of protein. Eat your food 
slowly, taste carefully, enjoy fully. 
Exclude poisons and avoid infections. 
Keep the teeth and gums clean and 
healthy. Get the habit of thorough, 
frequent intestinal elimination. 


Behavior 


Stand, sit and walk erect. Work, 
play, rest and sleep in due propor- 
tions. Compensate for occupational 
deficiencies by special exercises and 
recreation. Keep serene; avoid hurry, 
fear and anger. Take periodic health 
‘(including dental) examinations.

sits on the Manitoba-Saskatchewan 
boundary. To date, Flin Fion, a 
prosperous community, has had no 
highway outlet to the outside, With- 
out a connecting link, Flin Flon mot- 
orists have been able to drive their 
cars only on the few odds miles of 
roadway that exist in the immediate 
vicinity of the town. 

They even attempted to interest 
oil and motor companies into financ- 
Img a road to the outside, with the 
promise of buying large quantities 
of their products. This, however, , 
failed. Now the federal and provin-| 
cial governments are joining hands 
to get a road built between Nipawin 
and Flin Flon, Man. 

Though it is still too far north for 
a road to join it with the south, the 
vigorous mining town of Goldfields 
in the northwest corner of Saskat~ 
chewan, also desires a road. It asks 
that highway to link mining prop- 
erties that rim the shore of Lake! 
Athabasca, on which the town is 
located, be constructed. 

Beside these outstanding examples 
of new northern Canada road 
velopment, much minor road work 
has been completed in the newly and 
sparsely-settled districts that stretch 
across the province from Alberta to 
Manitoba and which have been set- 
tled in recent years.
